The Japanese detachment was ad- 


vancing on the Nanyuan airdrome 
and barracks, eight miles south of 
Peiping, when ihey were met half 
way by Chinese troops and gradu- 
ally driven back on the southern 
wall before they turned and re- 
treated. 


Heavy Casualties 


Before wheeling toward Fengtai, 


the Japanese headquarters and base 
in the Peiping battle area, they 
made a determined stand at the 
railway bridge where the heaviest 
fighting of the engagement

Senator Logan was once elected 


to the highest court of Kentucky. 
So his remarks on the new trend of 
administration thought are being 
regarded seriously here as an indi- 
cation of the lengths the Roosevelt 
regime feels it has a right to go in 
order to force the supreme court to 
decide cases as the executive may 
desire. But here is the exact lan- 
guage of this portion of the debate 
between Senator 
O'Mahoney of 


Wyoming, opponent of the court 
plan, and Senator Logan as taken 
from the official record: 


"Mr. O'Mahoney: Did I under- 


stand the senator correctly when I 
thought I heard him say that any 
act of congress which would be 
within the letter of the constitution 
would be within its spirit? 


"Mr. Logan: I said it, because I 


said there was no difference be- 
tween the letter and the spirit of 
the constitution, plainly expressed. 


"Mr. O'Mahoney: And 
if the 


congress should refuse to appropri- 
ate for the executive arm of the 
government would that be within 
the spirit of the constitution?

"Mr. Logan: Absolutely within 


both the letter and the spirit of the

"Mr. O'Mahoney: Then it is the 


opinion of the able senator from 
Kentucky that the congress of the

Senator Logan went on to say 


that the procedure he had outlined 
was justified because there was no 
other check upon the alleged autoc- 
racy of the supreme court. Senator 
O'Mahoney replied, however, that 
the best check on supreme court 
decisions was to submit constitu- 
tional amendments in the future as 
has been done in the past. 


Senator Logan, 
of course, 
is 


stretching matters to say that con- 
gress would be within the spirit 
of the constitution, or the letter 
either, if it refused to appropriate 
funds to pay the supreme court ex- 
penses each year. Actually, the 
constitution stipulates 
that there 


shall be "one supreme court" and 
vests in that court "the judicial 
power" of the United States. The 
mere fact that the constitution cre- 
ates the tribunal would seem to 
prove that the framers of the con- 
stitution did not intend that any 
session of congress might destroy 
the supreme court by the simple 
device of refusing to appropriate. 
As a matter of fact, if this reason- 
ing were true, a president of the 
United States could in effect be 
rendered helpless in office by a 
hostile majority in congress who re- 
fused to appropriate either his sal- 
ary or the expenses of the White 
house. 


Not a Policeman 


No such method of attack on the 


acts of a chief executive was con- 
templated 
by the 
constitution, 


•which provides 
a method of im- 


peachment for removing presidents 
guilty of improper practices. The 


congress was never intended to be a 
policeman'over the judicial branch 
of the government either. 


Senator Logan's conception would 


make congress the supreme branch 
of the government, with 
greater 


power over the other two branch- 
es than ever was hinted by any dec- 
laration, pronouncement, speech or 
writing of any kind by any of the 
men who framed the constitution of 
the United States. 


The debate over the "packing" of 


the supreme court is bringing out 
very clearly the revolutionary the- 
ories which have been developed 
by the Roosevelt administration to- 
ward the traditional system of gov- 
ernment which has been in opera- 
tion for 150 years under a written 
constitution. The opponents of the 
"packing" plan have stood staunch- 
ly by the document, declaring that 
court packing is not only against 
the letter but the spirit of the con- 
stitution. The defenders—Senators 
McCarran, 
O'Mahoney, 
Burke, 


Bailey, and Wheeler, to mention 
only a few of them—have virtually 
demolished the arguments of the 
president's henchmen. Never in my 
recollection has there been a finer 
debate or a group of United States 
senators more alert to the defense 
of the constitution. 


For years it has become an Amer- 


ican habit to be rather 
cynical 


about congress. Not so today. For 
the men who have been taking the 
risks of political reprisal by their 
own party—the New Deal political 
machines—have shown themselves 
worthy of comparison with the 
greatest of the American senators of 
50 and a 100 years ago. They have 
made it necessary 
to distinguish

Earl Clark, Organizer, Ad- 


dresses Industrial 


Employes 


Workers are guaranteed the right 


to organize, free from interference 
or coercion, the right of collective 
bargaining and the right of having 
representatives of their own choos- 
ing under the state labor disputes 
law which became effective April 
14. Earl Clark. Appleton Trades 
and Labor Council organizer, said 
in a talk on the laxv at a meeting 
of Industrial workers at the Odd 
Fellows hall Monday evening. 


"Workers have always had these 


rights, but the employers could re- 
fuse to meet or deal with their 
help," Clark statted. 


When a member of a bona fide 


union is discharged or laid off by 
hif' employer, for union activities, 
Clark continued, his local union 
promptly takes steps to protect the 
member's rights. 


Handle Complaints 


"Complaints of unfair tactics by 


the employer may be made to the 
state labor board, which is com- 
posed of three members." Clark ex- 
plained. "The board handles all dis- 
putes and grievances, except those 
which come under the Wagner act, 
which covers complaints of firms 
and corporations doing inter-state 
business. 


"In event that an employer will 


not deal or meet with the help in 
a plant, the labor board steps in 
to handle the situation through 
mediation, conciliation or arbitra- 
tion. 


"Where more than one recogniz- 


ed union asks for bargaining rights 
in a plant, the board determines 
either by investigation of election 
to show which has a majority. Re- 
gardless of how an election may go. 
workers may go out on strike and 
it is legal until an agreement has

Some players feel that a nullo bid 


is a confession of weakness and 
that whenever the defender bids 
nullos they can bid a slam because 
he probably cannot win a trick. 
This does not necessarily hold true. 
Nullos can he bid with a holding 
such as A 8 7 in a suit. Unless the 
opponent has three cards of a suit 
the nullos player will not win a 
trick with his ace: yet he probably 
can win a trick with his ace to stop 
a slam.

One of the interesting things a 


gardener sometimes observes is an 
ant taking an aphid out of pasture 


Ant Milking; an Aphid Cow. 


Aphids are "ant cows." They feed 


on plants, and some families of ants 
watch over them with great care. 
Juice from a plant is turned into 
honey-dew inside an aphid's body, 
just as grass and other food are 
turned into milk inside a cow's 
body. 


A worker ant has long soft feel- 


ers, and with these it strokes an 
aphid until a drop of honeydew is 
liven forth. The honeydew is a 
hick liquid. I do not know who 
las tasted it but the ant experts 
lell us it is sweet. 


Pierre Huber. a pioneer in ant 


study, observed the keeping of ant 
cows over a century ago. Here is 
jart of an account he wrote about 
hem: 


"I placed the ants and the apttids 


n a box with a {lass cover, pro- 
viding earth and the roots of a 
'ew plants. From time to time. I 
supplied water for the insects. 


"The ants did not try to escape, 


rhey seemed quite happy and con- 
ented. and took the same icood rare 
of their larvae and queens as they 
would take in their own nest. 
j 


"They aljo took rood rare of the' 


aphids, and the latter seemed to 
have no fear of the ants. The aphid 
lets the ants carry them from one 
place to another, and when they 
were put down they stayed in the 
place chosen by their keepers. I've 
seen the same ant pick up three 
aphids. one after the other, and 
carry them to a dark place." 


We may feel sure that many per- 


sons of Huber's time thought he 
was making up the story. -Since 
then, however, other persons have 
given careful study to the sub- 
ject, and have found that what he 
said 
was 
truthful. 
A 
German 


scientist kept track of the drops 
supplied by aphids. and found that 
one of them produced 19 drops in 
a day, and that another aphid sup- 
plied 48 drops in a day. 


Ants often watch over the eggs 


of aphids. The eggs are kept in the 
nests, and are guarded with as 
much care as the eggs laid by ant 
queens. 
Aphid 
eggs are black, 


brown, red, yellow, straw-colored, 
gray or white. After they hatch, 
the ant colony has a new batch of 
cows or "cattle." 


Some families of ants can make 


a kind of paper from wood which 
they take into their mouths. Now 
and then, it has been observed that 
sheds of a sort are made from this 
paper and that aphids are kept 
in 
them. It 
is more 
common 


however, for ants to keep aphids 
inside their own nests. 


When aphids arc out at pasture, 


ants stay nearby for a reason be- 
sides the desire to obtain the honey- 
dew. They are ready to fight against 
ants of another colony which may 
come to steal the cattle,
